Mayor’s Veto Message. 


“To the General Council, City of Atlanta— 
Gentlemen; TI regret very much that I feel 


} forced, under my oath of office and duty to 


the people of Atianta, to return the finance 
sheet of the general council without my 
approval. 

“The charter provides expressly how the 
finance sheet shall be made, Andis based on 
the actual receipts of the past year with a 
reasonable estimate of increased receipts 
for the present year. The sheet as is made 
up is not only unreasonable, but it is ab- 
surdly so, and absolutely impossible of ful- 
filling it. 

“I notice that the chairman of the finance 
committee wisely adversed this report and 
that another member of the committee re- 
fused to sign approving it. The amount of 

actual taxes on the books of 1915 was 
$2, 422,602.03. Based on the actual receipts 
from the collections of tax during the year 
1915 the city. was Only able to collect 
$2,215,973.82. It will be seen, therefores 
that in past years there is from $300,000 to 
$350,000 each year carried over from one 
year to another as uncollected. Yet in 
your estimate of collections for the year 
1916 vou“ have supposed that you could col- 
lect the entire amount of es from all 
sources this year less $1,529. ;

Lake Village, with the exception of 
a narrow elevation on the west bank 
of Lake Chicot, is covered with back 
water, which is rising rapidly. 

Lake Village reported thrée-fourths 
of Chicot county inundated, the water 
reaching from the northern to the 
southern extremity of the county and 
extending 14 miles width. Several 
thousand refugees and all of the live 
stock that could be driven before the 
flood are gathered on the highiands 
and in need of food. 

Mississippi Levees Holding. 

All of the levees along the Missis- 
sippi river were holding tonight and, 
while engineers declared none was im- 
mediately endangered, fear was ex- 
pressed that the water backing up 
against the embankments of the man 
waterway from breaks in the Arkan- 
sas and Whitesrivers might cause them 
to weaken. : 

The Mississippi river reached a stage 
of 55.5 feet here late today and is ex- 
pected to reach a tage of 57 feet be- 
fore the crest is reached, establishing 
a new high water mark. : 

A boat which reached Helena tonight 
with 100 refugees from points along 
the Mississippi river reported groups 
of negroes encamped at a number of 
points along the levee. . Those brought 
to Helena were taken from corn cribs 
and lofts. ; 

LABOR IS NEEEED 
ON THE LEVEES. 

Washington, February 5.—War de- 
partment reports today on the Missis- 
sippi valley flood situation indicated‘ 
that serious trouble was possible in 
the region south of the Arkansas river 
unless the residents there assisted in 
strengthening the levees. One of the 
most serious difficulties, it was said, 
was the scarcity of labor and there 
were intimations that the federal offi- 
cers would be authorized to provide 
rations only for those@who showed a 
disposition to assist them. . 

A report from Vicksburg said the 
levees were being subjected to a se- 
vere test, but that there was an ex- 
cellent prospect that they would hold 
if the white population put up a proper 
fight. The dispatch adds: 

“Can give employment and subsist- 
ence to all persons in flooded parts 
of Arknasas. Have already offered such 
assistance and am extending further 
offers. At ‘present am having to pay 
fancy prices for labor to hold commis- 
sion levees on Arkansas river.

all over Georgia on the werk being 
done by The Atlanta Constitution with 
‘a view to stamping out lynching in 
this state. 
The publication of an interview in 
The Constitution Thursday, in which 
the governor said that unless condi- 
tions in respect to lynchings. and the 
general enforcement of the criminal 
laws show a material improvement in 
the meantime, it is hia intention to call 
for legislative action next June, has 
struck a responsive chord with the 
people of the state generally. That 
interview, and the discussion of the 
subject by The Constitution, is bringing 
suggestions to the governor in nearly 
every mail, he says, and in many of 
the letters suggestions are made which 
may be of aid in framing legislation. 
“Hands Are Tied.” . 

“Too few of the people of the state 
realize,” said Governor Harris, just 
how completely the hands of a governor 
of Georgia are tied in. whatever effort 
he may want to make to compel the 
enforcement of the law. Instead of hav- 
ing the entire machinery of the gov- 
ernment at his command whenever he 
sees fit to employ it, there is, in re- 
ality, almost no avenue through which 
née may proceed on his own initiative. 
“The situation needs correction and 
the stand The Constitution is taking— 
the effort the paper is making—will 
necessarily go a long way toward 
bringing about that correctién, It is 
not only a magnificent but a necessary 
co-operation, and that so many others 
are joining in this sentiment is, of 
course, highly gratifying and must re- 
sult in the accomplishment of good. 
“The inclination, when acts of vio- 
lence are committed, is to turn atten- 
to the governor’s office, and with 
attention goes criticism for ‘not taking 
steps.’ It is because the people of the 


state do not realize that the governor 
of Georgia can’t even offer a reward 
for the apprehension of a criminal un- 
less application for the reward is made 
to him by the authorities of the county 
in which the crimd is committed.

Dead Trees and Stumps 
Not Removed From Fields 
By the Colquitt Farmers 


By John Oorrigan, Jr. 

Washington, February 6.—~—(Speciail.) 
Farmers in Colquitt eounty farm their 
land without removing either stumps 
or dead trees, according to a report 
of the United States department of 
liminary to the publi- 
cation of the psults of a soil survey 
in the cougty. 

Probably over 75 per cent of the land 
in the county, says the report, is farm- 
ed without removing the stumps, and 
a large part of it without removing 
the standing dead trees. The large 
pine etumps do not decay rapidly and 
many of them are now standing in 
fields which have been under cultiva- 
tion for seventy-five years. The re- 
moval of these stumps is difficult, the 
cost averaging about 10 cents a stump, 
or $10 an acre. Many. of the farmers 
are now clearing their fields. Owing 
to the increased amount of land which 
can be farmed, the saving of the time 
and labor réquired in working around 
the stumps, and the use of larger 
‘heavier farm equipment 
made possible by their removal, it is 
estimated that the incréasef profits 
in two or three years pay. for the cost 
of removal. . whee

Judge Fite's order is as follows: 

“The within case coming on to be 
heard, after the introduction of evi- 
“dente and argument of counsel, it is 
‘considered and ordered and adjudged 
by the court that the defendants named 
in the petition and each and all of them 
be and the same are hereby enjoined as 
proposed in the petition until further 
order from the court.” 

. After the case, Judge Fite stated 
that he was in some doubt as to some 
of the points raised, but that he be- 
lieves that the state has the right to 
- protect its own property. 

In effect, the order of Judge Fite is 
the granting of an injunction against 
the Louisville and Nashville railroad, 
. restraining it from publishng or caus- 
ing to be published notice of intention 
to build a branch line of railroad or 
from building such a railroad from Car- 
tersville to Marietta. It is also an in- 
junction against the Atlanta, Knoxville 
and Northern railroad restraining it 
from building or attempting to build 

any extension or branch line, and is an 
injunction against the newspapers men- 
tioned restraining them from pwblish- 
ing legal advertisements giving notice 
of the purpose to build such a pro- 
posed railroad. 

Ne Right te Build. 


The ruling of the court is in effect 
that it makes no difference whether the 
Atlanta, Knoxville and Northern rail- 
road is or is not an existing corpora- 
tion in Georgia, that it has no right to 
builé a branch road or an extension of 
its main line, inasmuch as the Atlanta, 
Knoxville and Northern does not own 
or operate any railroad in Georgia, and 
the uiavilie and Nashville is not a 
Georgia corporation and has no char- 
ter rights in this state. 

Attorneys for the railroad raised the 
point of jurisdiction in this case, al- 
leging that the state should have 
brought its case in Fulton supertor 
court because the headquarters of the 
Atlanta, Knoxville and Northern are 
in Atlanta, Fulton county. Judge Fite 
held that he had jurisdiction, since the 
proposed railroad was advertised in 
Bartow county, and the proposed road 
was to have been built partly in that 
county.

An important phase of the work of 
the Atlanta Anti-Tuberculosis associa- 
tion is that which is being accomplish- 
ed among the negroes in this city un- 
der the direction of H. H. Pace, who is 
at the head of the colored section. 

The work was reviewed comprehen- 
sively in the report submitted a short 
time ago at the annual meeting of the 
organization. It showed that a study 
has been made of erg eg ace 
among the negroes of this city, while

tions. 

An extensive educational campaign 
has been waged among the negroes 
dur the past year with a view of 
bringing them to the realization of the 
necessity for precautions against dis- 
ease. Addresses have been made be- 
fore various colored bodies, and white 
people have spoken of the work of the 
Anti-Tuberculosis association at prac- 
tically all of the larger churches. 

In a plea for more amusement facili- 
ties for the negroes, the report states: 

“Wholesome amusements are the 
most urgent need of the young people 
of Atlanta. is is particularly true 
of colored boys and girls. The city of 
— provides little enough for any- 

and for the colored children 
— is done. They are made un- 
welcome at the city parks, and no base- 
ball or playgrounds are provided for 
them, and they are left to grow up in 
the streets the best way they may. 
We condemn crime among ne es, and 
are shocked at certain condit tions; at 
the same time no effort is made to

awarded first place in efficiency, lead- 
ing all the divisions of the United 
States, according to an annual state- 
ment on recruiting recently issued tor 


the calendar year 1915. 
Atlanta as headquarters, with Savan- 


nah, Memphis, Tenn., and Birmingham, 
Ala., as branch stations, has turned 


over to the government, per quota, more 
men to swell the ranks of marines 
than any other division in the country, 
and in so doing has hung up &@ new 
record in general efficiency work for 


the service. 

With 1,000 as par, the local head- 
quarters “attained a mark of 969, tak- 
ing into consideration the three fac- 
tors of quantity, quality and cost per 


enlisted applicant. 
The next division to approach the 
record attained by Atlanta was that 


of which Philadelphia, Pa., 
Philadelphia led the service in recruit- 
ing up until the end of November, at 
which time the southeastern division 
forged ahead and came in at the end 
of the year twenty points ahead of that 


division. 

There were 193 enlistments in the 
southeastern division during 1915, with 
an established quota of 170, making 
the enlistments through the Atlanta of- 
fice 23 over the quota of desired ap- 
plicants. The quota for the Philadel- 
phia division was 356 men, while the 
enlistments for the year only. totalled’ 


265 men. 
Sergeant W. E. beet first assistant 


to Lieutenant H. Colvocoresses, in 
charge of the southeastern division, 
stated to a Constitution reporter that 
in giving credit to the southeastern 
division for its work during the year, 
the government officials took into con- 
sideration the relative populations of 
the two divisions. The southeastern 
division has to recruit from only 483,- 
693 in population, while the Philadet- 
phia division has a population of 1,710,- 
693 to choose its. recruits from. And 
also out of the small relative population 
of the southeastern division, over 42 
per cent is composed of negroes, who 
are ineligible for marine enlistment. 

“We are certainly proud of our rec- 
ord,” said Lieutenant Colvocoresses to 
the reporter in his office Saturday aft- 
ernoon. “We have worked hard and 

a large majority of the credit for this 
division being champion of the United 
States in marine recruiting is due to 
the men of which it is composed.” 

The recruiting staff of the south- 
eastern is composed of Lieutenant Col- 
vocoresses, officer in charge; Sergeant 
W. E. Boust, first assistant to officer 
in charge; Sergeant W. E. Scharr, Ser- 
geant C. O. Long, Sergeant L. F. Zanzig, 
Corporal C. G. Schuler, Corporal Arthur 
A. Humphries and Mascot Lee, a full- 
blooded English bulldog. The latter 
deserves a good amount of credit for 
the southeastern’s championship, ac- 
cording to Sergeant Boust, his master.

Statement by Howard. 

“The editorial in The Atlanta Con- 
stitution of the 25th should commend 
itself to every patriotic Georgian,” said 
Mr. Howard in a formal statement. “It 
strikes at the very heart of an abuse 
that is stifling the progress of our 
great gtate, and which strikes its most 
violent blow at the small farmer and 
merchant. 

t is with much astonishment that 
I see in the press that certain na- 
tional banks operating in small towns 
in Georgia are consulting with the 
treasurer of Georgia, having in view a 
forfeiture of their national bank char- 
ters and incorporating under the laws 
ef Georgia. 

“Let me commend to some gentle- 
men with an ambition to become or 
remain governor of Georgia to investi- 
gate the new banking laws of Missis- 
sippi, enacted in 1914.

The Hague, February 5.— (Via Lon- 
don.)—Dutch newspapers are unani- 
mous in demanding from Germany 
Prompt explanation of and reparation 
for the torpedoing of the Dutch tank 
steamer Artemis by a German tor- 
pedo boat in the North sea. The néws- 
papers call for punishment of the Ger- 
man commander responsible for what 
ig described as a violation of law and 
an unjustifiable act of war against 
The Netherlands. 

The Vaderland recalls previous Ger- 
man errors“ and dwells on the dan- 

er of further incidents of this nature. 
neidentalfy, it asks what the British 
fleet was doing while a conspicuously 
colored German torpedo boat flotilla 
was calmly cruising the busiest steam- 
er track between the Hook of Holland 
and the Mordhinder lightship. 

The Nieuwe Courant treats the case 
as a break-down of the “vaunted 
man organization and discipline,’ 
which, it says, seems urgently to need 
improvement, especially from the view- 
point of the safety of lives and prop- 
erty of neutrals. It demands com- 
Plete pecuniary and political satisfac- 
tion from Germany, and asks, Did 
the German flotilla perhaps desire to 
remove all ships from the neighbor- 
hood of a sinking Zeppelin and fire 
widely and blindly when its plan did 
mot seem to succeed?” his, it says, 
might explain the act, though in no 
wise excusing it. 


TURK CAPITAL NORMAL, 
MORGENTHAU ASSERTS 


Berlin, February 5.—(By Wireless to 
Sayville.)——The American ambassador 
at Constantinople, Henry Morgenthau, 
in Berlin on his way to the United 


States, said in an interview today, as| 


given out by the Overseas News en- 
Cy. that the situation in Constantino- 
pile was almost normal and there was 
no scarcity of food. The American 
embassy, he said, is extremely busy, 
inasmuch as it represents the inter- 
ests of ten nations. 

The ambassador came from Constan- 
tinople with the German minister to 
Persia, Prince Henri Reuss, and Vice 
Admiral von Usedqm, who has been 
supervising construction of coast de- 
fenses on Gallipoli peninsula.

WARNING TO BANKS : 
BY U. S. RESERVE BOARD 


‘Washington, February 5.—The fed- 
eral reserve board issued a statement 
today expressing regret at the dispo- 
sition evidenced in some states to draw 
distinction between state and nation- 
al banks which are. members of the 
federal reserve system. 

It has taken form, the statement 
says, by efforts in some states to sep- 
arate existing bankers’ societies into 
separate organizations; one for state 
and one for national banks. 

“It appears’ to the board,” says the 
statement, “that a common ground for 
both groups of banks should be sought 
rather than ground for separation. It 
is to be hoped that wise counsel will 
prevail and the conviction gradually 
assert itself that there should be no 
feeling of competition between state 
and national government which might 
produce a tendency to legislate down- 
ward as to banking standards or create 
conditions of uncertainty rather than

When asked today as to possibilities 
for continued production in the oil 
countries of the Western hemisphere, 
Henry H. Tucker, Jr., president of the 
Un Oil Company, furnished 
alluminating information. After declar- 
that the United States woud forever 
Mr. 


anid Beans, 
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occupy a positoin of supremacy, 
Tucker continued; 

“The production of petroleum in the 
United States for 1915 reached the rec- 
ord-bréaking total of 292,000,000 bar- 
rels. In Mexico, which is the closest 
second on the Western hemisphere, oil 
production attained a total of approxi- 
mately 22,000,000 barrels during 1915, 
about. one-fourteenth of our own coun- 
try. Between Mexico and Peru, which 
was third in production, there was an 
immense difference, the output of the 
latter country being approximately 2,- 
000,000 barrels. 

“The estimated future supply of pe- 

troleum in the United States is about 
6,000,000,000 barrels, which, at present 
rate of consumption, would last about 
twenty years. The nation’s future in 
petroleum products is dependent upon 
an area of approximately 10,000,000 
acres of gevernment-owned and Indian- 
owned mineral lands, of which the most 
promising portion, three and one-half 
million acres, is in Oklahoma, the re- 
maining six million, five hundred thou- 
sand acres stattered about in other 
| states. 
The Cushing field is principally re- 
sponsible for Olkahoma’s leadership. 
This wonderful territory has produced 
more high-grade petroleum than any 
other equal area in the world. While 
its producing capacity has been held 
down somewhat during the past six 
months because of the Oil Trust's dis- 
crimination in not paying the proper 
premium for ‘Cushing crude,’ which is

Fish Sleeps in 
Dry Seasons 


REMARKABLD fish known as protop- 
terus annectens is found throughout 


‘the whole of tropical Africa, but is most 


common near the west coast, where it some- 
times attains a length of six feet. 

During the dry season, when many of 
the ponds dry up, the fish descends some 
distance into the mud and forms a rounded 
hollow for a nest, which is lined by a cap- 
sule of hardened mucus secreted by the 
giands of the skin, It hibernates thus for 
nearly six months, drawing its sustenance 
from the fat secreted when it is active. 


Why Water Freezes 
From Top Down 


CE is specifically lighter than water 

just about to freeze and therefore floats 
in it, This is one reason why the forma- 
tion of ice usually begins at the surface 
of the water. 

Another réason is the peculiar law of 
its expansion. The general law is that cold 
induees contraction. This law holds good 
with water only to a certain point. When 
it has cooled down to within 7.4 degrees of 
freezing it ceases to contract, as before, 
with increase of cold and begins to expand 
until it freezes. This expanding would 
naturally cause the coldest parts of the 
water to rise to the surface,

English dentist, Dr. Marshall H. Saville, 
in Central and South America prove be- 
yond a doubt that the practice of dentistry 
in America antedated that in Europe.

The middle inelsors 
each bear a disk of gold that had been in- 
serted in a cavity drilied in the enamel as 
perfectly as any modern dentist could do it.

HEN working among the 
poorer settlements one is very 
goon confronted by large 


‘ numbers of poor little creatures who, 


have bent bodies, misshapen arms 
and legs and heads, This condition 
is usually produced by rickets, which 
in most'cases is the result of igno- 
rance and poverty. 2 

ven though one would judge from 
the bad environmental conditions, 
with the lack of fresh air and sun- 
light, that anything would be pos- 
‘sible, the fact remains that the great 
cause of this trouble is lack of proper 
food. 

We find rickets developing in in- 
fanta who are artificially fed with 
improper food. The breast fed in- 
fant very rarely has this trouble. 
However, it may develop in babies 
who are being breast fed, by moth- 
ers who have had several chiidren 
in quick succession and whose physi- 
cal conditten is greatly below par. 
The large majority of these cases 
oecur in children who are being fed 
manufactured baby foods. 


Lack of Fats Cause. 


Repeated —§ scientific ‘experiments 
have shown that the real cause of 
this trouble is lack of fats In the 
baby’s food, or inability on the 
of the baby to digest and aséimil 
the fat which it is taking. This 
sometimes happens in babies with 
stomach trouble and indigestion. It 
has been shown that a child under 
1 and 1% years of age requires as 
much fat daily as its mother and 
two-thirds as much as its father. 

Rickets occurs also among the low- 
er animals and can be produced‘ex; 
perimentally by feeding young ani- 
mals, such as puppies, monkeys, etc., 
lean meat, or other foods which are 
‘deficient in fats. | 

The same constant cause which pro- 
duces rickets among children of the 
poor produces the same condition 
among the children of the rich, ‘and 
when I say this I refer to the moth- 
ere who are too busy to nurse their 
babies and feed them on artificial 
foods which they can buy and pre 
pare easily. 5 

Change Seen in Bones. 

The changes which occur in this 
difease are seen in the growing bones. 
The ends of the long bones, which 
are the parts where growth normally 
occurs, become enlarged, ‘swollen and 
soft. The bones themselves become 
soft and fiexible and the rate of 
growth becomes retarded. 

Owing te the softening-and fiexi- 
bility of the bones, they become bent 
and misshapen, causing various forms 


of deformity; which become perma- 


nent if the child te not treated and 
when these deformities become well 
established they can only be straight- 


ened by severe bone operations. The 


changes are seen in. nn parts of 
the body. 


Head and Face Altered. 


‘The’ circumference of the head is 
often increased, and large rounded 
bumps may be seen on the forehead 
and on the sides of the skull toward 
the front, producing bulging of the 


eyes. The sutures or soft parts of 


the skull, which normally close and 
disappear by the eighteenth month, 
remain open a much longer time, even 
up to the third year. 

Sometimés, owing to the defective 
development of the. bone, there may 
be areas in the skull as large az a 
quarter of an inch across, which yield 
to the touch on pressure and give 
rise to an eggshell-like cracking. 

Dentition is delayed and when the 
teeth do appear they are cragsy, 
pitted, deficient in enamel and decay 
readily. 


Rickety Chest Circular. 


The rickety infant aits “all of 


heap,” with his legs tucked up, taller

“pigeon breast. A beading of 
the ribe is common, forming a so- 
called “rickety rosary,’ which may 
persist permanently. : 


The. abdomen is prominent. The 
arms legs often show deformities than 
the legs, because after the crawling 
stage ig past théere is no longer any 
weight threwn on the arms, When 


deformity does exiat the usual condi- 


tion is a curvature of the bones of the 


forearm and may be limited to only. 


one arm. There is also a spindle- 
shaped development of the fingers, 
which is only seen in children under 1 
year of age. 

‘The pelvis is apt to become flat- 
tened and in later life cause serious 
trouble in child birth.. - ‘ 

The legs may show a marked con- 
ition of knock knees, bow legs, or 
almost any form of curve in the long 
bones. Tt may be limited to one side 
or occur in both legs. Fiat feet are 
also often a result.

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FINANCIAL PANIC : 
AND THE TARIFF. 


HE new party of opposition, how- | 
ever, did not perfect its organiga- 
tion or draw its strength et- 
fectively together soon enough to win 
the presidential election. 

A remnant of the whig party wes | 
still in the field; the Know Nothings 
did not know that they had already 
lost their following, and put candi- | 
dates confidently into nomination; the 
republicans had still to compound a 
free-soil-anti-Nebraska whig creed and 
Hnd a candidate to please their one- 
time democratic supporters—John C. 
Fremont, the dashing young soldier 
and explorer who had found the passes 
of the Rockies and taken part in the 
conquest of California. 

The democrats, keeping still a vir- 
tually unbroken organization ‘in the 
face of foes divided, elected their can- 
didate, Mr. James Buchanan, of Penn- 
Sylvania, and Mr. John C. Breckin- 
ridge, of Kentucky, by the safe major- 
ity of fifty-two electoral votes. 

But the popular vote for their can- 
didates had fallen nearly four hun- 
dred thousand short of that cast for 
their opponents; the republicans had 
carried every northern state exeept 
Pennsylvania, New Jersey, Indiana, and 
Illinois; and here was in the success 
of the democrats, it wag te be sus- 
pected, nothing but a temporary tri- 
umph. 

Widespread financial distreas clouded 
the winter that followed the presiden- 
tial election, and filled all the year 1857 
with its deep disquietude, now sharp 
and touched with panic, new a slow, 
dull lethargy in which merchants and 
manufacturers and transportation com- 
panies and bankers merely waited and 
did not hope. 

The sudden growth of enterprise and 
commerce which had followed the 
rapid extension of railways and the 
establishment of steam navigation upon 
the seas, to which the discovery of 
gold in 
stimulation, and which every item of 
the steady growth of industry and of 
the nation itself had assisted to keep 
in heart these ten years, had inevitably 
bred mere specuiation, tempted men to 
unsound ventures, added excitement to 
confidence, harebrained scheming to 
the sober making of plans, and credit 
had at last been overstrained and 
wrecked by dishonesty, miscalculation, 
and flat failure. 

It seemed to public men that the 
tariff, as it stood, contributed to the 
distress of the time, because it stead- 
ily drew into the treasury/of the United 
States a surplus which was just so 
much mtg | withheld from circulation.

It was of infinitely more congsequente 
that two days after the inauguration 
Buchanan the supreme court of 
the United States uttered, through Mr. 
Taney. ‘its chief justice, an opinion 
which went even beyond the Kangas- 


the Missouri compromise. 

The case was that of Dred Scott, a 
whom his master 
into one of the free 
states and then into the territory 
from which slavery had been excluded 
by the legislation of 1820. 

The negro sought, after his return to 
Missouri and the death of his master, 
to obtain his freedom on the ground 
that his temporary residence on free 
soil had operated to annul his master’s 
rights over him; but the court decided 
against him. More than that, though 
it left the proper field of the case it- 
self, and therefore uttered mere obiter 
dicta, in doing so, it went on to de- 
clare that the legiglation of 1820, which 
had forbidden slavery in part of the 
territory of the United States, must 
be considered unconstitutional and 
without legal effect. 

Slaves, as such, Mr. Taney argued, 
for the court, were not citigens, in the 
‘contemplation of the constitution, but 
property merely; neither congress nor 
the territorial governments, which de- 
rived their whole authority from con- 
gress, could legally legislate with hos- 
tile purpose against any kind of prop- 
erty belonging to citizens of the states; 
Slave owners might carry their slaves, 
as they might carry any other prep- 
erty, where they chose within the fed- 
eral domain; none but a state could 
exelude their lawful bondsmen.

IEF JUSTICE TANEY’S decision 
i in the Dred Scott case was not 

only a blow in the face for all 
Free Soilers, anti-Nebraska men, and 
repblicans, but a blow dealt straight 
at Mr. Douglas’ doctrine of popular sov- 
ereignty as well.

Their final act of power was to call 
a constitutional convention and submit 
to the vote of the people a constitution 
which established slavery 

The question submitted to the O- 
ple’s vote was not, however, the adop- 
tion or rejection of the constitution, 
but merely its adoption “with slavery” 
or “without slavery.” 

The clauses by which it directly sanc- 
tioned slavery were by no eans the 
only clauses which affected the criti- 
cal matter. It centained, besides, nu- 
merous provisions which were not to 
be affected by the vote, which threw 
effective safeguards round about ex- 
isting property in slaves, quite inde- 
pendently of the establishment of a 
Slave-holding system; and great num- 
bers of anti-s epee 4 men, not bei 
suffered to vote against the instrumen 
as a whole, would not vote at all. 

It was consequently adopted with 
slayery” and sent to congress slong 
with the usual application for admiy- 
sion into the union. 

The anti-slavery legislature of the 
territory, eleeted in the autumn of 
1857, immediately ordered the ingtru- 
ment submitted as a whole to the 
people’s vote, and it was rejected by 
an overwhelming majority, the pro- 
slavery men in their turn refraining 
fram votin 

Mr. Buchanan, finding himeelf in 
fact the head of a party whose chief 
strength lay in the south, and yield- 
ing. more and more as events thick- 
ened to the influence of the southern 
men in his cabinet, favered the ad- 
mission. of the territo under the 
constitution adopted “with slavery,” as 
in technical form, at any rate the legal 
expression of the wish of the people 
of the territory. 

But Mr. Douglas, no mere partisan, 
after all, but a man steadfast in the 

rineiples upon which he had pro- 
ef to- act, refused to be a party to 
the act. 

He knew, as the whole eountry did, 
that this constitution, sent in the name 
of Kansas, was not in fact the con- 
stitution preferred by a majority of its 
people. 

To adopt it would be, not the recog- 
nition, but the repudiation of popular 
sovereignty. 

There were democratic ‘majorities in 
oth houses, but members enough fol- 
owed Mr. Douglas to defeat the reso- 
lution of admission, and it failed.

ATLANTA WILL DO IT. 

With the $500,000 fund for Greater 
Emory university more than half subscribed, 
Atlanta will soon complete the work and 
perform her promise as she has always done 
in connection with every great civic enter- 
prise that has aroused her effort. 

The building here of Greater Emory 
university is perhaps the biggest piece of 
permanent constructive work Atlanta has 
ever undertakén. The city has given hun- 
‘dreds of thousands to successful expositions, 
and they have been well worth it. But here 
is an institution that comes to stay and to 
add year after year to the sum of Atlanta 
knowledge and Atlanta prosperity. 

One institution alone which Atlanta has 
given to Emory university—the Atlanta Med- 
ical college—hag in recent years been worth 
half a million dollars a year to this city. 
It had reached the point of making Atlanta 
the foremost medical center of the south 
between Baltimore and New Orleans. Its 
elevated standards had practicgliy closed its 
doors to many students who might formerly 
have entered. Lacking these needed fees, 
the Atlanta Medical college was on the point 
of losing its power of self-support when 
Emory took it over, and, with a handsome 
endowment, saved to Atlanta an institution 
whose closing would have been a serious 
blow. , 

This is but a single instance illustrating 
the importance and value to Atlanta of the 
establishment here of this splendid institu- 
tion. There might be similar commendation 
of its law school, of its literary courses, of 
its school of theology, of its hospitals and 
its various other features and branches, 
which in their development will make it an 
educational institution second to none in the 
south, and ultimately the equal of tHe older 
and greater historical institutfons of learn- 
ing in the north and east. 

Atlanta must and will have it. Half a 
million dollars is an insignificant price to 
pay for it. It will be paid and gladly, and 
every year Atlanta will reap a rich reward 
in men and strength and influence that will 
grow greater in the years to come. 


CONSUMERS SEEK REMEDY. 

Secretary Lane’s report to the United 
States senate, in response to a resolution 
calling for information relative to the ex- 
tortionate increase in the price of gasoline, 
earries with it the statement that in some 
instances oil companies dealing in this 
product have paid dividends to their stock- 
holders of 50 and even 100 per cent. 

An explanation carrying with it a state- 
ment of that sort does not explain but fur- 
nishes more than ample ground for some 
decided and emphatic action in behalf of the 
consumer. 

The truth of the matter is the oil com- 
panies have found an opportunity in the 
growing demand for gasoline, caused both 
by the Buropean war and increased automo 
bile consumption, to mulct the public for a 
higher price, and they are taking advantage 
of it. In other words, the consumer is pay- 
ing not alone for gasoline, but dividends of 
380 to 100 per cent to oil companies whose 
greed knows no limit except the last penny 
‘the consumer will stand for and continue to 
‘consume. | 
There is no objection to a reasonable 

‘dividend; any business is entitled to it. But 

when trust money earns 50 and 100 per cent, 
not because it has any right to do so, but 

“simply because it can make the public pay, 
it is time for the government to interfere 
aud take hold of the situation with a strong 


tions of mob law for only one offense, The | 
Constitution based its protest against it 
upon the theory, in fact, upon the certainty, 
that disregard of the law in one direction 
meant the opening of ‘the doors to anarchy 
and lawlessness in other directions. 

To this argument the reply was oftén 
made that usurpation of the jurisdiction and 
duties of the courts could not possibly go 
beyond one offense... 

But there was no denying the tendencies 
of human nature; the prediction was found- 
ed in experience. Lawlessness breeds dis- 
regard of law, and the step beyond is 
anarchy. 

The Constitution continued to protest. 
If the laws were not sufficiently swift to 
meet the prompt punishment demanded by 
any crime whatsoever, we urged that they 
be made swifter, but that they be obeyed. 
Time and again The Constitution has shown, 
inevitably, just where this disregard for 
law was leading; time and again has it 
urged revision of the law, looking to speed- 
ier and more certain punishment for guilt, 
in order to remove the last vestige of excuse 
for mob law. 

What has come within the last few 
months? Georgia has achieved the black 
and unenviable record of having led all the 
states of the union in lynching and not in 
one single instance for that particular crime 
for which, some years ago, was taken as the 
only offense that could possibly un mob 
execution! 

If ever there was time or occasion when 
anyone had the right to remark, “I told you 
so,” it has come in Georgia’s darkened 
record of today. 

We made a prophecy then, and events 
have borne it out; we are going to make 
another one now. Lynchings for murder 
and attempted murder have become fre- 
quent; over in Alabama the other day a 
man was lynched by a mob for robbery. 

If this situation continues the time is 
going to come in this state and in Alabama, 
and that, too, very quickly, the law will be 
more openly defied than now. 

It is undeniable, inevitable. Already 
conditions are well developed toward that 
Very end; they have gone from bad to 
worse until today they are more serious 
than ever before in the history of mob law- 
lessness. 

It is no justification to say that the laws 
are not promptly or properly administered; 
it is no justification to assert that some 
governor in the past may have done some- 
thing that did not meet with public approval. 
The point is the protection of society, of the 
people, in the safeguarding and enforcement 
of the law. Georgia must recognize that she 
has got to inflict punishment only by legal 
and orderly method; and if, she does not 
she must pay the penalty. Escape is im- 
possible. 

Protest against it as much as we will, 
federal intervention is already a threat, even 
a prospect; it is inevitable unless we avert 
it by legal administration. 

For a self-respecting state, for a natur- 
ally law-abiding people, there is but one 
course: Get back to the law! 


AMERICAN RIGHTS. 

In his Topeka, Kan., speech President 
Wilson spoke of American rights, both of 
person and property, and his determination 
to safeguard and enforce them. Discussing 
this aspect of our international affairs, the 
president said: 


There is nothing yomwould be quicker 
to blame me for wander neglecting to 
safeguard the rights of 

matter where they might in 
world. There are perfectly clearly 
marked rights guaranteed by interna- 
tional law, which every American is en- 
titled to enjoy and America is not going 
to abide the habitual or continued neglect 
of those rights. 

We have a right to send food to 
peaceful populations wherever condi- 
tions of war make it possible to do 80 
under the ordinary rules of war. We 
have a right to supply them with our 
cotton to clothe them. We have a right 
to supply them with our manufactured 
products. 


President Wilson has given splendid evi- 
dence of his purpose in the matter of pro- 
tecting American life on the high seas, and 
he has made a good beginning in the mat- 
ter at least of asserting American rights 
of trade with neutral nations. ; 

The emphatic note to England relative 
to unwarranted interference with our com- 
merce with neutral European ports, went 
forward now some months ago, and it is 
true that we have re had no formal definite 
answer.

A WAY OF BOOSTING 
THE BANK'S BUSINESS 


Late in the fall reports 
York from the northwest, intimating that 
the lumber industry was beginning to per- 
ceive the promise of greatly improved. con- 
ditions. Some of the leaders in the lumber 
industry of the northwest sent communica- 
tions to John H. Rich; federal reserve agent 
in the ninth reserve district, at Minneapolis, 
in reply to a request made by him for infor- 
mation respecting lumber, as well as other 
industries of the northwest. Almost all of 
thesé replies were encouraging, and they 
were supplemented by information from the 
Pacific coast that it seemed likely that there 
would soon be considerable exports of lum- 
ber from ports upon the Pacific. 

In the financial district in New York this 
information was pleasing to receive, since 
it has been the opinion commonly held that 
the lumber industry is one of the last to 
respond to the stimulus which leads to re- 
vived business prosperity. More has of late 
‘been under way, so far as a renewed devel- 
opment of lumber industry is concerned, 
than has been realized by the American peo> 
ple. The chances are excellent that there 


will be a large investment of American cap-- 


ital in a timber industry in South America. 
This will reflect renewed. activity not only 
in the northwest, but also in the south, 
where already there has been Observed in- 
Greased demand for yellow pine. 8 


Investigating the Forests. 


A group 
brought into association through the report 
that there were some three hundred thou- 
wand acres of very high-grade timber await- 
ing development in Brazil, about fifty miles 
from the coast. At first this information did 
not cause anv interest, chiefly because the 
impression has always been that the timber 


which grows in the troptcs is almost exclu-: 


sively hardwood timber, as, for instance, 
mahogany or rosewood. That impression, 
however, no longer prevails, and the change 
in opinion is due to the exhaustive investi- 
gation of one of the best of the forestry ex- 
perts of the United States. He was sent to 
the Philippines to study the timber 3 
theré, and there he learned that in the 
ippines at least 40 per cent of the f — 
timber is what is called soft wood.” That 
is the kind which is chiefly Manne for 
commercial purposes. 


Sent to South America. 


This expert also made careful/study of 
some of the forests in South America, and 
the lesson he learned there was similar to 
that taught him by the Philippine forests. 
Approximately 40 per cent of the. timber 
grown in the South American forests con- 
sists of “soft wood.” 

This information, together with certain 
satisfactory propositions involving conces- 
sions which were made to. American capital- 


ists, justified them in sending one of the 


best authorities upon the timber industry, 
not only in this country, but in the world, to 
South America.so that he could inspect a 
certain tract of. some three thousand acres 
and then report upon its commercial practi- 
cability to these men of capital. His inves- 
tigation satisfied him that this South Ameri- 
can forest grows about 40 per cent of soft 
wood, and presumably he so reported to 
those who sent him to South America. The 
result may be that there will be large in- 
vestment of United States capital in the 
timber industry of South America. One rea- 
ton for this view. is based upon the belief 
of men of large affairs that we ate to see 
speedily a very large revival of demand for. 
lumber not only in the United States, hut in 
some of the belligerent nations. 


What Belgium May Order. 


One man of capital—one of whose inter- 
ests is in the lumber industry and especially 
in the manufacture of lumber into building 
materials—having heard a day or two ago 
that ‘the chances were excellent for heavy 
investment of American capital in the de- 
velopment of the timber industry in South 
America, said that he was persuaded that 
speedily South America will secure a place 
in the timber and ‘lumber industry which 
will match that which was obtained by the 
United States twenty-five years ago. 

He went on to speak of something which 
had come within his personal Knowledge 
within a few weeks. He said that repre- 
sentatives of Belgium had been for some 
weeks in the United States seeking informa- 
tion which they would carry back to Bel- 
gium respecting prices which would be asked 
for certain kinds of manufactured: wood 
commodities. These representatives said 
that the war had almost completely depleted 
Belgium of doors. Few doors had been left 
unharmed and many had destroyed. 
It was estimated that Belgi would need 
NN after the end of the war from 
250,000 to 300,000 doors. 

In no other country than the United 
States could so large an order as this be 
accepted and speedily executed. Belgium's. 
representatives learned what the average 
price for doors would be and the chances 
are that there will come from Belgium an 
order involving the building ahd shipping

Gees has from 10,000,000 to 12,000,000 
acres of unimproved land and probably sev- 
eral other millions of acres that might be 
farmed more efficiently were farmers avail- 
able to undertake them.

It is one of the greatest economic measures ever passed by a Georgia 
iegislature, as well as one of the most beneficent from a humanitarian stand- 
point. 

Most of this law is loeal optiom in character and becomes operative in 
a county only on the recommendation of two successive grand juries of the 
county. The law pravides that there shall be a district commissioner of 
health—this is the local health officer. Some counties are not large enough 
to require the services of an all-time health officer all the year, s0 such 
officer can cover several small counties. The law prorates the expenses 
among the several counties of the district in proportion to population, and 
by dividing the expense among the counties enables them to hire an efficient

However, it is now being taken up 
here in the south, and Atlanta, alwdys 
enthusiastic along philanthropic lines, 
leads in this movement, having sev- 
eral of these settlement homes. Among 
these are the Sheltering Arms, Free 
Kindergartens, Wesley House, which is 
a Methodist institution, and Stewart 
Avenue Settlement home under Bap- 
tist auspices. It is of this last that I 
wish to write more particularly. 
Five Years Old. 

This home was opened about five 
eer ago, and although it is @ small 
beginning, yet here many lives in the 
plastic age are being moulded, and the 
whole section has felt the uplift. This 
institution is supported by the women 
of the fifty-three Baptist. churches in 
the city. There are three principal 
divisions, viz.: \Nursery, kindergarten 
and field work, each department being 
under a trained worker. In this way 
the physical, mental and spiritual na- 
ture of the child is developed and the 
mothers benefited. : 

The nursery is a great aid to the 
mothers, supplying a pleasant home for 
their children while the mothers labor 
in the mills. Each child is bathed and 
freshly clothed on arrival, the clothing 
being kept at the nursery. Many dona- 
tions keep the wardrobe supplied, and 
linen for the beds. A nourishing lunch 
is. served at noon and if a child is 
hungry he is given som ing to eat 
at any time by the kind matron. 
children are required to sleep at inter- 
vals during the day. The larger chil- 
dren have a playxround, but on cold 
days use the kindergarten room. The 
heaith of each child is carefully looked 
after; thus the physical side is built 
up. The effect on the child of proper 
care and nourishing food is wonderful.

In the kindergarten the children are
